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Rail users warned of 
daily cancellations 



London Midland passengers 
have been warned that a 
shortage of train drivers will 
lead to some daily service 
cancellations until mid-De¬ 
cember. 

The company says it is suffer¬ 
ing from a “temporary shortfall” of 
qualified drivers. Alterations to its 
timetable are expected until Decem¬ 
ber 11. It has pledged to run daily 
cancellation updates on its website 
and update customers via email and 
Twitter. 

A number of services which nor¬ 
mally run through Northampton 
have been affected this week. 

On one day the 22.05 Milton Key¬ 
nes to London Euston service and 
the 23.34 London Euston to Milton 
Keynes service were both cancelled; 
the 05.30 London Euston to Birming¬ 
ham New Street service terminated 
at Northampton and both the 10.46 
and 12.46 London Euston to Birming¬ 
ham New Street services terminated 
at Northampton. 

In a statement on its website, Lon¬ 
don Midland said: “While the short¬ 
fall itself should be addressed by 
mid-December, we are working hard 
to ensure the impact on our passen¬ 
gers in the meantime is kept to an 
absolute minimum. 

“We have a dedicated team focus¬ 
ing on delivering the train service 
on a day by day basis and as a result 
we have been able to run a near-nor¬ 
mal timetable on all but a few days, 
compensating for the shortage with 


drivers who have volunteered for 
overtime. 

“In addition, our people have 
agreed to a number of changes to the 
way we resource our train services 
in the short term, which will further 
reduce the need to cancel trains. 


“However, on those occasions 
when we don’t have enough people 
volunteering, we will still need to 
make temporary alterations to the 
timetable, and our priority is to en¬ 
sure you have the information you 
need to plan your journey as early as 


possible.” 

Cancellation updates will be listed 
at 5pm daily on the London Midland 
website and its Twitter page. It will 
also be emailed to customers signed 
up for the JourneyCheck email alert 
system. 


£ 52 iii funding 
package for

She said: “It is truly shocking 
news and he will forever be remem¬ 
bered to me as not only the greatest 
boss I ever had but a man full of pas¬ 
sion for food and his community.”

Fresh appeal over 
nightclub tragedy 



Detectives have refused 
to rule out the prospect of 
bringing criminal charges 
against people or firms 
over the fatal Lava & Ignite 
nightclub crush. 

A year to the day since Na- 
bila Nanfuka, aged 22, and 
Laurene-Danielle Jackson, aged 
19, suffered fatal injuries in 
the nightclub tragedy, police in 
Northamptonshire have made a 
fresh appeal and published the 
photographs of the 28 people 
they want to talk to. 

Officers said they now had a 
“clear picture” of what happened 
on the tragic night, on October 18, 
last year, but said they remained 
in the dark over the events that 
directly led to the two young stu¬ 
dents’ deaths. 

Last night, police revealed they 
have already received “several” 
calls following the appeal. 

Nabila, a student from Neas- 
den. North London, died at 
Northampton General Hospital. 
She had been studying leisure 
and tourism at The University of 
Northampton. 

Laurene-Danielle, from Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush, London, died at 
Leicester Glenfield Hospital on 
Sunday, November 6. 

The pair were crushed on a 
stairwell in the club, in St Peter’s 
Way, Northampton, as hundreds 


of people rushed to the exits at 
once. They are likely to have been 
injured when people fell over in 
the crush, although an inquest 
has yet to rule on their deaths. 

Police have published the pho¬ 
tographs of 28 people who were 
caught up in the crush and re¬ 
leased CCTV footage of the trag¬ 
edy in a bid to trace those people 
they still want to hear from. 

On Tuesday detectives said a 
decision had still not been made 
about whether a criminal case 
would follow 

Detective Inspector Louise 
Hemingway said: “We have given 
an interim file to the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service (CPS). What we 
want to do is complete our inves¬ 
tigation so the CPS can make de¬ 
cision about any further course 


of action. 

“We haven’t concluded our in¬ 
vestigation so the CPS can’t make 
those decisions yet. We still don’t 
know if any criminal offences 
have actually been committed.” 

DI Hemingway confirmed po¬ 
lice had not made any fresh ar¬ 
rests after two people were seized 
for public order offences. 

Luminar, which owned the 
club, went into administration 
after the tragedy. A health and 
safety probe, led by the borough 
council, is ongoing. Councillor 
David Mackinosh said: “We are 
continuing to work closely with 
the police, gathering evidence 
and information so that when the 
police investigation ends, we can 
consider what actions are open to 
us.”

Public have 
say on the 
work of 
ambulance 
service 


East Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service has held 
a public consultation 
to discuss proposed 
changes to its work in 
Northampton. 

Residents attended the 
meeting at Franklin’s Gar¬ 
dens on Friday to learn about 
the proposals which aim to 
make the ambulance service 
more efficient and effective. 

Phil Milligan, East Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service 
chief executive, said: “We 
must ensure that we spend 
our limited resources in mak¬ 
ing our frontline services that 


best they can be, rather than 
on updating old buildings that 
are not fit for the future.” 

The proposed changes, 
which stand to cost £13 mil¬ 
lion, include creating com¬ 
munity ambulance posts and 
stand-by points, which will be 
supported by state-of-the art 
purpose-built hubs or “super 
stations”. 

Northamptonshire will 
house two hubs and 20 com¬ 
munity ambulance points and 
stand-by posts. 

A public consultation will 
run until December 17.

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School's joy 
at winning 
£ 300,000 
contract 



Staff and pupils at Greenfields 
School and Sports College in 
Northampton are celebrating 
after the school was awarded a 
£300,000 contract to provide a 
service to help children with com¬ 
plex communication difficulties. 

The special school made a successful 
bid to provide Augmentative Alterna¬ 
tive Communication (AAC) services for 
families, carers and schools in the county 
on behalf of Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

Lisa Atack, headteacher, said: “This is 
an exciting new venture for our school 
and we look forward to providing this 
valuable service for children in the coun¬ 
ty”. 

The school has also recently received 
an Arts Award for good practice for its 
work in helping students to increase 
their independence and confidence by 
encouraging them to try different arts 
activities. 

Arts Award is delivered within curric¬ 
ulum time and students are encouraged 
to develop at their own pace, with inde¬ 
pendent learning carried out at home. 
Delivery of the award is adapted to sup¬ 
port the individual needs of those taking 
part. Students are assisted by a commu¬ 
nication support worker and make use of 
British Sign Language, symbol writing 
and mark making activities to communi¬ 
cate their ideas. 

Greenfields plan to expand its Arts 
Award provision in the 2012-13 academic 
year, by offering Silver Arts Award and 
beginning to deliver to students with Au¬ 
tistic Spectrum Disorder. 


Decrease in 
metal thefts 

A police blitz on metal thefts has seen 
an 11 per cent fall in reported inci¬ 
dents in the past 12 months and 68 cars 
seized. 

The operation has been running in 
the county for the past year and has 
resulted in police receiving a total of 
908 calls from members of the public. 

Sergeant Mark McDonnell, of the 
Rural Crime Team, said: “We have 
been engaging with individuals and 
groups in the rural and business com¬ 
munities to request that they imme¬ 
diately phone the police with details 
of any vehicles seen in suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“As a result of the 908 calls received 
in the last year, 175 vehicles have been 
identified as suspected of being used 
in crimes involving rural incidents or 
metal theft. 

“Consequently, the police have 
stopped 154 of these vehicles in the last 
year and 68 were immediately seized, 
mostly due to not having the relevant 
insurance cover to carry scrap metal. 
A number of these stops also resulted 
in the arrest of the driver.” 

Tougher legislation on metal theft 
has recently been announced outlaw¬ 
ing all cash transactions at metal recy¬ 
cling yards across England and Wales.

Pensioner concern at 
rise in price ef gas 


Fears have been raised that a 
six per cent hike in gas bills 
could leave some hard-up 
pensioners struggling to af¬ 
ford to heat their homes this 
winter. 

Energy giants British Gas has con¬ 
firmed it will put its prices up by six 
per cent, or £76 for gas and electricity 
on average, on November 16. 


The average household bill for a 
dual fuel British Gas customer will 
now go up from £1,260 to £1,336 a year. 

Rivals nPower and Scottish Pow¬ 
er have since followed suit with an 
inflation-busting price rise of their 
own, prompting speculation custom¬ 
ers will now look to switch suppliers. 

Ann Robinson, of uSwitch.com, 
said: “This is a bitter blow for con¬ 
sumers and comes just ahead of win¬ 


ter when the impact on bills will be 
even more acute. 

“The writing is on the wall for con¬ 
sumers this winter - energy bills are 
going skywards. 

“Consumers will be very disap¬ 
pointed - the pressure of an extra 
£100 on energy bills will leave many 
buckling and forced to face another 
winter where they are scared to turn 
on the heating.”

Cancer treatment 
unit officially opens 


A charity campaign run by 
Macmillan Cancer Support 
and the Chronicle & Echo 
has helped to fund a state- 
of-the-art cancer treat¬ 
ment facility, which offi¬ 
cially opened last Tuesday. 

The new haemotology unit at 
Northampton General Hospital, 
which cost more than £2 million 
to develop, was declared open 
by the president of Macmillan 
Cancer Support, The Countess of 
Halifax. 

The unit has been funded by 
the hospital and by a charity 
campaign to raise £1.55 million, 
run by Macmillan Cancer Sup¬ 
port and the Chronicle & Echo. 

The appeal has reached £1.25 
million so far and there is anoth¬ 
er £300,000 left to be raised before 
the end of this year. 

Northamptonshire fundrais¬ 


ing manager for Macmillan, 
Cherida Plumb, said: “It’s bril¬ 
liant to see the unit finally open 
and to have the chance to recog¬ 
nise all of the support we have 
had from people. It has been 
amazing.” 

Dr Sonia Swart, medical di¬ 
rector at the hospital, said the 
former haemotology suite was 
too small and improvements 
were needed. 

She said the charity appeal to 
fund improvements started when 
a patient gave a donation after he 
was treated at the old unit. 

She said: “It’s taken 10 years 
but it’s a testament to everybody 
involved that we didn’t give up on 
this. We have now got a unit to be 
proud of.” 

Linda Hudson, aged 68, has 
been a patient at both of the 
units, and she rushed back from 
holiday in Tenerife to see the new 


unit officially opened. 

The grandmother-of-four was 
diagnosed with non-Hodgkin 
lymphoma in 2006 and has since 
raised £15,000 for the appeal. 

Her 11-year-old granddaugh¬ 
ter, Molly Mold, who recently 
took part in a fun run for the ap¬ 
peal, presented The Countess of 
Halifax with some flowers at the 
opening. 

Mrs Hudson, from Raven- 
sthorpe, said: “The new unit is 
a very uplifting place even when 
you are feeling grotty. The ambi¬ 
ence of the place is not like a hos¬ 
pital. It’s a much better facility 
for the patients and nurses.” 

Macmillan social care coor¬ 
dinator at the hospital, Jan Bol¬ 
ton, said: “We are so lucky to 
have such a great resource. It’s 
all down to Macmillan Cancer 
Support and the good people of 
Northampton.”

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Mokka will hold its own 
against the competition 


No sooner had we 
pulled into a layby 
on the autobahn 
north of Hamburg to 
swap drivers on the 
launch of Vauxhall's 
new Mokka than the 
couple in an Opel 
parked ahead of us 
got out and started 
towards our car. 

Minutes earlier, they’d 
passed us (both cars 
“enjoying” the lack of 
a speed limit on this 
stretch of motorway) and 
were clearly fascinated 
with their first sight of 
the Mokka, especially as 
ours carried Vauxhall 
badges, not the lightning 
flash of the Opel brand, 
German sister to the 
British machines. 

It turned out the cou¬ 
ple, just into retirement, 
had both worked for Opel 
and wanted a look at the 
newcomer. They liked it. 

With limbs less supple 
than in younger days, 
a tallish car like the 
Mokka would ease their 
entry and exit. Building 
it taller will help with 
putting much younger 
passengers on board too, 
as mum or dad leans in to 
belt the little ’uns in. 

And ages in between 
might find the added 
space of this small SUV 
fits their life well too. 
Thousands more motor¬ 
ists all over Europe are 
finding SUVs the answer 
these days, turning this 
part of the car market 
into a profitable play¬ 
ground for the makers of 
everything from the Sko¬ 
da Yeti to Nissan Juke. 

Both are formidable 
competition for Vaux- 
hall’s first entry into 
this market. And at first 
glance the Mokka is off 
to a promising start. 

Inside, this Korean- 
built, but German-de¬ 
signed, machine looks 
rather severe and sen¬ 
sible in a typically Teu¬ 
tonic manner, but very 



nicely put together. 

Priced from £15,995, 
it comes with the choice 
of two petrol engines (1.4 
and 1.6 litres) and a 1.7 li¬ 
tre diesel, with the latter 
likely to take more than 
half the sales in the UK. 
And you can order your 
Mokka with all-wheel 
drive, the rears kicking 
in automatically when 
the front tyres start to 
lose traction. 

What engine drives 
those wheels depends on 
the buyer’s needs and 
depth of pocket and how 
much he or she values a 
quiet cockpit. The diesel 
Mokka, tried first, was 
never less than gruff 
(at a British motorway 


cruise) but ask it to accel¬ 
erate from any speed and 
gruff turns to an irritat¬ 
ing growl. It was enough 
to make me keen to try a 
petrol model. 

Ah! That’s better was 
my instant reaction. Be¬ 
cause it’s got petrol in its 
veins, the engine needs 
to be worked harder than 
the diesel but it stayed 
(much) quieter all the 
same. 

So why Mokka? The 
best answer from the 
Vauxhall brass involved 
an association with mo¬ 
cha coffee, a caffe latte 
variant with added choc¬ 
olate. 

But they really weren’t 
sure.

Hartley: Saints set 
for Saracens test 


SKIPPER Dylan Hartley be¬ 
lieves back-to-back clashes 
with two of the Aviva Pre¬ 
miership's current top four 
will be a good barometer for 
his side. 

Northampton sit top of the pile 
in the Premiership after five wins 
from their first six games, but they 
have yet to play perennial title chal¬ 
lengers Saracens and Leicester or 
champions Harlequins. 

But that will change in the next 
two weeks as they host Sarries on 
Saturday before heading to Welford 
Road for the big east midlands der¬ 
by against the Tigers a week later. 

And Hartley knows if his men are 
to be seen as realistic contenders 
for the league crown, they must get 
positive results against their main 
rivals. 

“It’s two big games against two 
good teams,” said the captain. 

“It will be a good test for us to see 
where we are in the league. 


“We’re sitting at the top of the 
table at the moment but if we’re 
going to playing top-four teams we 
need to stay at the top so it will be 
a good indication of where we’re at 
as a team.” 

Hooker Hartley is set to head off 
on England duty next month, with 
Saints also set to lose other stars to 
the autumn internationals. 

It will provide players on the 
cusp of the first team with chances 
to shine and Hartley knows it will 
be a good test of his side’s squad 
strength. 

“Over the coming weeks we have 
to call on the squad and players 
are going to get opportunities with 
some of the internationals going 
away, so there will be a lot of chanc¬ 
es there,” he said. 

Saints go into the Sarries game on 
the back of Friday night’s Heineken 
Cup defeat at the hands of Castres 
in Toulouse. 

It was a disappointing night for 
Saints, who had opened their cam¬ 


paign with a win over Glasgow, but 
Hartley feels the team are still in a 
good position. 

Northampton may have lost at 
Castres, but they claimed a losing 
bonus point in the 21-16 defeat in 
Toulouse. 

That takes their pool 4 tally to six 
points, with Ulster topping the four- 
team table on nine after their vic¬ 
tory at Glasgow Warriors on Friday 
night. 

The Irish side, runners-up in the 
competition last season, will now 
be big favourites to progress to the 
quarter-finals as pool winners. 

But Hartley says there’s plenty 
of puff left in Saints and the skip¬ 
per feels the scene is set for two 
big clashes with Ulster just before 
Christmas. 

“It is frustrating seeing Ulster 
win home and away,” he said. 
“They’re a good team, though. 

“We’ve spoken about it; if we 
wanted to be serious contenders we 
wanted to win on Friday, but it’s not 


over for us. 

“The next game we play is Ulster 
at home so we’ll get a good reading 
of where we’re at after that week¬ 
end. There’s still a lot to play for. 
The pool’s still open. We’ve set our¬ 
selves up.” 

Saints paid the price for a poor 
first 14 minutes against Castres 
as the French side were allowed to 
dominate early on at the Stade Er¬ 
nest Wallon. 

Hartley and Co were 10-0 down be¬ 
fore the clock struck 15, but battled 
back, with a late George Pisi score 
securing a bonus point. 

And the Saints captain said: 
“Even with the last play of the game 
we could have drawn it up, couldn’t 
we? 

“The importance of climbing our 
way back to taking something from 
the game was key That was the mes¬ 
sage the week before when we went 
15 points down, more or less just get 
back into the game and take a posi¬ 
tive. Points, points points.”
